New Brand of Justice?
Because a man is innocent until proven guilty, 

our court system generally bends over backward to 
assure justice.

But it seems to have gone a little far recently in 
a case heard at Inglewood Superior Court.

A man is arrested. He is questioned, charged and 
tried. His crime: two counts of burglary, a felony. 
State law provides that he may be sentenced to a 
term from one to five years in prison.

And now comes the punch line:
This "special" burglar is sentenced to serve three 

weekends in Torrance City Jail.
No one can say the man received preferential 

treatment because one of his relatives is held in high 
regard in this city.

No one can claim there was any bargaining be­ 
tween judge and attorneys.

But the case does arouse curiousity. It docs make 
a legitimately concerned police department even more 
concerned.

And although our court system must, by neces­ 
sity, lean strongly toward the defendant to insure 
that justice is served, It seems this type of sentencing 
ROCS farther to injure our judicial system.

We hope this brand of "justice" is not an every­ 
day occurrance.

There are at least, 2 types 
of the infection, each caused 
by different bacteria (strep­ 
tococci and staphyloccocci), 
However, so alike are the 
skin eruptions in appear­ 
ance that it is apparently 
difficult to distinguish one

in about 2 to -5 days after 
exposure to the disease. 
Within a day or two this 
thin elevation increases in 
size, bursts and crusts over. 
It is the secretion from the 
blister or sore that contains 
the bacteria which cause the 
disease. There may be 'one 
or several of these sores 
which vary considerably in 
size; some are very small, ^'consulted 
others 'over an inch in dia­ 
meter.

Each individual eruption 
seems to run its course and 
disappear in about a week. 
Care must be taken to ax*oid 
reinfection, otherwise the 
disorder will clear up in 
one area just to break out 
in another* and so-continue 
for some time. There is lit­ 
tle, if any. discomfort, itch­ 
ing or burning unless in se­ 
vere cases where the lesions 
may be widespread over the 
body.

Control measures empha­ 
size cleanliness, as the di­ 
sease will spred rapidly if 
personal hygiene H neglect-'' 
ed. Contact with discharges

is so easily transmitted from 
one child, to another.

There are several oint­ 
ments available that are 
considered effective in treat­ 
ing this condition, but tht 
crusts or scabs of the lesions 
must first be moved before 
it applied a procedure that, 
should be repeated at each 
application.
